A Negro miner who survived a coal mine cave-in in Nova Scotia 
said Monday that he is willing to be segregated in Georgia in order 
to take advantage of a vacation offer from Gov. Griffin. 


“I'll go along according to the 
rules and regulations,”’ Maurice 
Ruddick, a mulatto, told the As- 
sociated Press. 


Griffin invited 19 surviving min- 
ers to enjoy a vacation at state- 
owned: Jekyll Island to recoup 
from the rigors of their entomb- 
ment. It turned out later that the 
one, Ruddick, was a Negro. 


Gov. Griffin Monday said that 
Ruddick would be welcome along 
with the others, but on a segre- 
gated basis. 


It will be the first time that 
Maurice Ruddick, his wife and 12 
children, have had to live apart 
from white people. 


His companions, trapped for 
days with him when No. 2 colliery 
was shaken by an underground 
upheavel, said they would accept 
the governor’s invitation for an 
expense-free holiday only if Rud- 
dick did.

A 48-million voter turnout would 
be a record for a nonpresidential 
election year. Good weather was 
forecast for most areas, but a sur- 
prise snowstorm hit western New 
England and upstate New York 
Monday. 


The Democrats grew so confi- 
dent of sweeping gains that one 
of their top strategists, Sen. 
George Smathers of Florida, 
talked somberly of the duties that 
devolve on those in a place of 


great power. 


GOP HOPES 


Republicans made no sweeping 
claims. They talked hopefully, 
though, of startling upsets they 
said were in the making, some- 
thing like the upset former Pres- 
ident Harry Truman administered 
to overconfident Republicans in 
1948. 


In this 1958 campaign, Truman 
admonished his party not to grow 
too confident, but in the end he too 
threw restraint to the winds and 
predicted the biggest Democratic 
landslide since 1932 when_ the 
Franklin D. Roosevelt years .be- 
gan. 


Truman, 74, was the most vig- 
orous of the top Democratic 
campaigners. Vice President Nix- 
on, 45, carried the ball hardest 
for the Republicans. However, 
President Eisenhower, 68, got in 
some surprisingly hard blows him- 
self,

Get Nationalist Funds 


TAIPEI (AP)—Nationalist Chi- 
na is granting the equivalent of 
675 to each of the 6,447 civilians 
evacuated from the battered Que- 
moy Islands. 


The Cabinet approved an emer- 
gency appropriation. The money 
is to be distributed by Nov. 15 
among the evacuees now starting 
new lives on Formosa.

Big Gains Expected 


For the Democrats 


An estimated 50,000,000 Amer‘cans 
will go to the polls today in an off-year 
election which deeply will influence the 
political direction of the United States for 
the next two years. 

The results, too, will affect the 1960 
presidential campaign. It is no exaggera- 
tion to say that this is an important day 
of decision. 

Thirty-three seats in the U.S. Senate, 
432 House seats and 32 governorships, in 
addition to literally hundreds of local 
offices, are at stake. 

A Democratic tide of uneven strength 
seems to be running. All the polls and 
experts indicate a Democratic gain of 
from 8 to 12 seats in the Senate and 
anywhere from 20 to 40 in the House. 
The people seemingly are weary of golf, 
Quemoy, Dulles, recession, inflation, and, 
most of all, the apparent indecision on 
the part of the administration. 

If the Democrats do increase their 
strength substantially it will pose a prob- 
lem {gr the Deep South states which are 
in open resistance to the new civil rights 
legislation. It may be true, technically, 
that Democratic Chairman Paul Butler 
has not invited them out of the party. No 
chairman would do that. But what he 
has done is to say that since neither the 
Democrats nor Republicans can, or will, 
appease or moderate their civil rights 
position and their support of the Supreme 
Court school decision, those Democrats 
who oppose must find somewhere to go. 
It is a very real problem for Southern 
Democrats. And none knows this better 
than they. 

President Eisenhower, in a shocking 
bit of partisan oratory, accused the Demo- 
ocrats of all possible evils, radicalism end 
waste. The President, whose budget is the 
largest in peacetime despite a cut by 
Democrats, was hardly the man to take 
this line. Vice President Nixon, even more 
partisan, hinted again at communism and 
accused Democrats of being a war party. 

Another item of importance is the fate 
of the so-called right to work laws. Aimed 
at weakening organized labor by banning 
union-shop contracts, the: issue is before 
the voters of California, Ohio, Kansas, 
Colorado, Washington and Idaho. 

Best Democratic hope is in Califor- 
nia. Best GOP bet is to win the New York 
governorship with Nelson Rockefeller. 

In the South, where there is no two- 
party system, election day is perfunctor$. 
But for the rest of the nation it is a 
dramatic day of meaning and decision.

Society Would Benefit 
From Jury’s Proposals 


In addition to urging legislative cor- 
rections for repugnant conditions in the 
State Revenue Dept., the September- 
October Fulton County Grand Jury rec- 
ommended some beneficial changes in 
court procedure and handling of criminals. 

Like many of its predecessors, the 
outgoing jury strongly declared that 
judges rather than trial juries should pass 
sentence on defendants. 

As pointed out inthe presentments, 
judges not only have more experience 
than laymen in dealing with criminals 
but also have before them the previous 
record of the offender, information which 
is denied to trial juries. 

Thus, under the present procedure, 
courts are unable to guarantee society ary 
greater degree of protection from re- 
peaters and habitual criminals than frcm 
first offenders. 

The grand jury also called for im- 
proved methods of handling applicants 
for parole and prisoners whose sentences 
had been served; early implementation of 
plans for building a new Fulton County 
Juvenile Court and detention home and 
enlargement of the Boys Training School 
program so that the state can deal more 
adequately with the increasing number of 
boys needing rehabilitation. 

With the crime rate rising, members 
of the Legislature and other authorities 
concerned would do well to heed the 
grand jury’s sound set of recommenda- 
tions.

Vote ‘No’ on Measures 


For Additional Taxes 


While there are no wide-open politi- 
cal contests in Georgia’s general election 
today, voters will express themselves on 
72 constitutional amendments which in 
varying degrees will affect all of us. Most 
of them are local in application but sev- 
eral are statewide. | 


Three of the amendments would au- 
thorize the state to levy additional taxes. 
At the present time it is quite difficult 
to see how any new taxes can be justified. 
The state’s financial situation is such that 
more burdens are unthinkable. 


We, therefore, urge voters to vote 
“No” on the following amendments: 

No. 12, which would authorize the 
state to levy taxes to pay retirement 
benefits and costs of administration of 
such benefits to all peace officers cf the 
state. 


No. 14, which would extend the power 
of taxation to the state for school lunch 
purposes. 


No. 15, similar to Amendment No. 12, 
which would authorize the state to levy 
taxes to pay pensions to all county ordi- 
naries upon their retirement. 


Of the remainder of the 16 amend- 
ments of statewide application, several 
deserve wholehearted approval—espe- 
cially Amendments Nos. 6 and 7. These 
permit granting of scholarships to pros- 
pective teachers and to physicians and 
other personnel for training in psychiatry.

Tobacco Farmers Try 


Grass-Roots Approach 


Georgia + Florida tobacco growers, 
meeting at Tifton, have taken a realistic 
step toward meeting competition in the 
world market. 


Facing up to the fact that high sup- 
port prices result in selling prices which 
discourage foreign buyers, tobacco pro- 
ducers from the two states strongly rec- 
ommend reductions of one cent per pound 
annually in props until the support price 
is returned to the old parity formula. 

Some such action clearly is in order. 
The Flue-Cured Tobacco Stabilization 
Corp. has 700 million pounds in storage. 


Furthermore, a 12 per cent acreage 
allotment cut is in store for farmers next 
year unless growers are successful in 
their attempt to get the secretary of agri- 
culture to forego the reduction in view of 
the proposed slice in supports. From the 
standpoint of the orddutirs ‘the latter is 
contingent upon him doing so. 

Hopes that the suggested arrangement 
will prove satisfactory, or that a suitable 
compromise can be effected, were boosted 
at the Tifton meeting by statements of 
Joe Williams, chief of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s tobacco division. 
He expressed belief that an 8 per cent 
decrease in supports would increase mar- 
kets for growers by 16 per cent and that 
“the secretary will accept any positive 
program for farmers to build markets.” 

At any rate, it is encouraging to see 
tobacco producers themselves devoting 
such intense efforts to working out a 
solution. It represents a grass-roots ap- 
proach, a tactic which farmers must em- 
ploy more often in trying to resolve their 
problems and the differences between 
realities on the farm and the exjsting fed- 
eral policies for agriculture,

That very few congressmen 
have any sustained or reliable 
means of knowing what their con- 
stituents are thinking. 

What needs to be done? I in- 
cline to look at this matter from 
the standpoint of the voter, and 
what is needed is: 

1. A better means by which the 
voters can keep tabs on how 
their congressmen and senators 
are voting. 


2. A better means by which the 
voters can regularly get their 
views to their congressmen. 

A beginning is being made to 
do both of these things. 

This fall the Congressional Quar- 
terly, an independent research or- 
ganization in Washington, pro- 
vided about 100 of its newspaper 
clients—those who asked for it— 
with a meaningful box-score of 
how the senators and congress- 
men of each area voted. It also 
provided a place for each paper 
to fill in the known views of the 
opposing candidate (if not a mem- 
ber of Congress) and a conven- 
ient place for each voter to fill 
in how he would have voted. 

A greater need is to provide a 
good mechanism by which more 
voters, outside of purposeful pres-

try. Anyone can participate by 
paying a small fee covering costs. 
It analyzes and tabulates the an- 
swers and then sends the results 
to all participants—and reports 
its findings to all congressmen. 


Expanded and more fully de- 
veloped, this could be a valuable 
and continuous reflection of pub- 
lic opinion applied at the point 
where it would count most.

Photo Ban 
For Trials 


Judge Durwood Pye, presiding 
in the T. V. Williams Sr. larcen; 
after trust case, issued a five- 
part court order Monday banning 
the taking of pictures or record- 
ing of sound in the courtroom, 
courthouse, or adjacent sidewalks 
and public streets. 


Here is the text of his order: 


“Notice will be taken of the fol- 
lowing provisions in respect of all 
proceedings in this division, and 
7 sheriff will enforce them, to 
wit: 


“Ist. The following, which is 
Rule 27 adopted April 20, 1951, by 
the judgés of this court, to wit: 


EQUIPMENT TABOO 


“Barring of photographs. 
No pictures or photographs shall 
be taken in the courtrooms, wit- 
ness rooms, jury rooms, entrances 
to the courtrooms and passage- 
ways to and from the witness 
rooms and jury rooms. This rule 
shall apply at all times whether 
or not the court shall be in ses- 
sion or recess.’ 


“2nd. Additionally, the follow- 
ing, to wit: 


“Equipment for taking photo- | ; 


graphs, sound_recording devices,

An Atlanta firm 
feels this way about chickens. 


They, are marketing a fowl 
weighing between four and five 
pounds, This is a special sery- 
ice to the family of two who 
had rather not have left-over 
chicken in the refrigerator for 
two or three days. 


The chickens are given extra 
special care by this company. 
Being grown on their own farms 
they are de-sexed when they 
are chicks. This of course 
makes the chickens more tend- 
er and they actually resemble 
the expensive capons — only 
better.

The day will probably come when, for 
the sake of conversation at least, we'll be 
sorry we ever e so knowing about mental 
iliness. Up to ‘now troubles of the mind 
and emotions have carried the kind of

People who will talk endlessly about 
their kidneys and liver are more reticent 
about the old id. Pill-toters and members 
of that fashionable fraternity, the allergy 
sufferers, are never at a loss for subject 
matter. What they said to their doctor and 
what he said to them is endlessly engross- 
ing. But up to now, probably deterred by 
the old shame about mental illness, we're 
strangely silent about what the psychiatrist 
said. 

The time is fast approaching, however, 
when mental illness will surpass acid in- 
digestion conversationally. It figures, of 
course, because all of us teeter on the 
brink of neuroticism if not downright in- 
sanity. And it is a fascinating subject.~ ~ 


People Talk About Picir Liver 
But Shun Mental Illness 


For some time I have been interested in 
what happens to people who have been 
down in the pit of complete mental break- 
down and are slowly climbing back. Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital has a system of 
furloughing people and from time to time 
you know of somebody who has achieved 
what passes for a cure and comes home, 
only to crack up and go back after months 
or years. What happens? 


A new movie I saw at a preview the 
other night treats of that and if you are 
at all interested in the subject you'll want 
to see it. It’s called “Home Before Dark” 
and it will be coming to town in a week 
or so. 


Bob Moscow who showed,me the pic- 
ture called it “a woman’s picture.”’ I think 
this is the trade designation for an emotion- 
charged, not altogether happy film. But 
personally, I don’t see why men wouldn't 
be interested in it as well—particularly 
men who have to live with women. 


It concerns a couple, a college professor 
and his wife, trying clumsily to cope with 
her mental illness. These people are played 
by Dan O’Herlihy and Jean Simmons.

The French language is a beautiful language—especially when 
spoken by beautiful women.

Mme. Alphand, wife of the French ambassador, M. Herve 
Alphand, spoke English mostly—and naturally, as she was being 
interviewed by members of Atlanta’s press, most of whom speak 
fractured French, if any. Her English had a zest to it from her 
French accent, and was delightful.

M. Morot-Sir said that he paid little attention to the accent, 
but was definitely intrigued by the way of life lived by Atlantans. 
“You are not in such a hurry as your Northern counterparts,” he 
said it seemed to him. “Even the ones who come down here from 
the North seem to slow down.” 


He said that he knew of Atlanta’s size and importance from 
reading about the “hub of the South,”’ but that like so many 
Frenchmen, he was expecting to see Atlanta a small, sleepy 
Southern town. “All Frenchmen are conditioned by your Margaret 
Mitchell’s ‘Gone With The Wind,”’ he explained. 


He said that the Southern way of life was nearer to the 
European than was life in harried Washington or New York. “You 
like to entertain in your homes and extend a personal welcome to 
people visiting you,”” M. Morot-Sir said. “You take time te listen 
and to be friendly. This I like very much.”

Dodge County, in south central Georgia, was created from 
Montgomery, Pulaski and Telfair counties in 1870, ranking 134th 
in order of creation. It was named for William E. Dodge of New 
York, a wealthy financier of the lumbering industry in south 
Georgia. Eastman, the county seat, was named for W. P. Eastman 
of New Hampshire, who was associated with Dodge. 

Eastman, when selected as a station by the Southern Railway, 
was “‘a little cluster of wooden shacks in the midst of a vast prime- 

val forest of pines,” a writer of the day reported. 


About 11 miles southeast of Eastman is Jay 

mse Springs, once a popular spa, whose waters 

contain 22 minerals. Jefferson Davis 

anal the night of May 8, 1865 (two days before 

his capture) beside Poor Robin road in Dodge 
County. 

Dodge County covers 499 square miles and 
ties with Meriwether as the state’s 25th largest 
county. There were 1,533 farms in the county in 

1954. Main field crops were cotton and peanuts. About a third of 
the farm income is derived from livestock (cattle and hogs). 

Dodge County has a population of 16,000 (1957 estimate), rank- 
ing 53rd in population (1950 census). Eastman has a population of 
3,800 (1957 estimate). Other towns in the county are Chester, 
Chauncey and Rhine. 

Rivers running through the county are the Ocmulgee and the 
Little Ocmulgee. Highways running through Dodge are U.S. 23, 341 
and 280, and Ga. 27, 87, 117, 46, 30, 165 and 126.
